Coins wen made in China so Ion"- a^o it 


is said, as (he year 2200 B. C., but "they 
could not hn-.-e been other than portions of 
metal cast into portable shape, such as 
were all tin earliest moneys. In Egypt 
the cradle OL' civilization and commerce' 
strange to ,ay, there was no imperial 
coinage. Copper, silver and gold were 
used as elsoivhere, to indicate values, 
but they were manufactured into lumps 
shaped sometimes like brick, and in the 
case of gold and silver were molded ic 
rings, like

ancient Irish 
money 


of 
ten centuries ago. It appears al- 


most inconci ivable that a people who 
created the pyramids and erected such 
magnificent temples should have been en- 
tirely ignorant of coins. 


Yet it is certain from the statements ot 


Herodotus that such was the case. The 
first coinage of money in Egypt was not 
struck to assist the Egyptians themselves 
in their commercial dealings, but rather 
because the foreign merchants with whom 
they traded, 'he Greeks and the Phosne- 
ciaiis, demanded some media which would 
have the guarantee of its value apparent 
on it and which would circulate for that 
value.—Brooklyn Eagle.

The British Crown. 


Many centuries ago tho British parlia- 


ment claimed tho right to regulate tho 
BUivession to the crown. It passed from 
tinio to time acts which remain ii» force 
anil fix the heirship to the throne exact- 
ly. Parliament would undoubtedly ex- 
ercme the right to change the law oi 
succession itself had made, if it saw fit. 
By ,icta passed in Queen Anne's reign 
tho crown cannot pass to a person not a 
communicant of the established church. 
No member of tho royal family can 
marry without tho consent of the sov- 
ereiijn. The acts of parliament provide 
that the throne shall pass to one heir 
af tor a aether in the succession of age, 
but one family must bo exhausted be- 
foro another enters on the throne. 


At the death of Quaon Anno, daughter 


of .1 ames n, tho crown fell to the son of 
Princess Sophia, wife of the Duke of 
Brunswick and great-granddaughter of 
Mary Stuart. This son was George I, 
founder of the Hanoverian 
dynasty. 


Queen Victoria is therefore a direct 
descendant of Mary of Scotland. George 
HI had nine sons. The eldest, George 
IV, succeeded him. He died without 
chiltlren. 
The son immediately follow- 


ing G-eorgo IV had died before him, also 
without children. Consequently the suc- 
cession fell to the next son of George 
HI, who became Bang William IV. He 
died and loft no heir. At the time of 
his death there were three sons of 
Guoige IH still living. But the brother 
next younger than William was Ed- 
wai il, duke of Kent. He had married 
and died, leaving a daughter, Victoria. 
To her, therefore, as next in succession, 
the crown fell, passing over the heads of 
her uncles. 
So the children of the 


Prince of Wales will be heirs to the 
throne, one after the other in the order 
of age, before any of Qtiesil Victoria's 
other children. 


If Prince George should be king and 


die without heirs, then the succession 
would fall to the next younger of the 
Walas children, Louise of Fife, or her 
children, in case she died before them. 
The Fife succession is what the nobility 
of J England most pray to be delivered 
from. They are so jealous of one an- 
other that they would almost rather see 
Luc ifer himself raised to the throne of 
Great Britain than even a descendant of 
one who had moved in their circle.

The Mexican Army. 


If lat) dispatches are true it is not to 


bo wondered that tho rebels in Mexico 
are not easily put down.

It is like that system 
in vogue in some of our own states ot 
leasing out penitentiary convicts tolaboi 
on public works. In the District ol Co- 
lumbia city prisoners thus work on the 
new streets of Washington. 


Tho j Ian might prosper in tho case of 


public n-orks, but it could bo nothing 
but a failure in the case of soldiers. The 
fellow who has been convicted of a peni- 
tential-} offense has naturally not much 
love for his country about that time. 
During our own war "Billy Wilson's" 
famous regiment of Zouaves was com- 
posed chiefly of toughs and criminals 
from Kew York, but they volunteered 
of their own free will, presumably from 
patriotism. As a matter of fact, these 
men, w'10 might have been expected to 
make desperate fighters, cut a poor 
figure. They died from disease more 
rapidly than members of regiments re- 
cruited from respectable ranks. From 
one en rise or another the regiment 
dwindle d away rapidly, so that it was 
not hea-d of after the early years or the 
war. la Mexico the case is far worse 
than tlds, the criminals there being 
convict-, under sentence, forced into the 
ranks i gainst their will. A country is 
in a serious position when its national 
securitj and honor are in the keeping of 
men who cannot help being cowards, 
sneaks ;md traitors.

This is the hellebore 
family, to which the Christmas rose be- 
longs. One of those "opens its great 
bells, of tho color of apple blossoms, in 
tho first days of November, thencefor- 
ward, blow high, blow low, come sleet 
or snow or frost or rain, will maintain 
great wreaths of bloom till well on in 
January." It is not likely that we could 
havo this plant in the severer climate of 
the northern part of tho United States; 
still there are portions "of the country 
where it would undoubtedly thrive. 


The writer has not half the opinion of 


forced and hothouse floral beauties that 
ho has of the natural outdoor flowers, 
and he congratulates us on the increase 
of these. We have a hundred species to 
choose from where the Eighteenth cen- 
tury gardener had one. 
If with all this 


wealth wo do not have lovely gardens it 
is certainly our own fault. Mr. Mas- 
well further regrets that statuary has 
gone out of fashion in the decoration of 
:ardens, for nowhere else can it be used 
to such advantage, giving as it does a 
feeling of repose to the beauty of nature 
all about it.

The Humbug of Hypnotism. 


Tho hostility of medical practitioners 


generally to all forms of telepathy, spir- 
itualistic manifestations, hypnotism and 
clairvoyance may be explained by the 
fact that pretenders in these fields gen- 
erally claim to bo able to work marvel- 
ous cures without the aid of the doctors, 
and they are invariably willing to take 
handsome fees for their services. Natu- 
rally physicians hate them, and would 
hunt them out of existence if possible. 
This spirit of trade opposition has led 
medical men to ignore and deny facts 
which would have been of real service to 
them if they had descended from their 
pedestals sufficiently to investigate and 
appropriate these. 


To this observation Dr. Ernest Hart, 


who writes in The Nineteenth Century, 
is partly an exception, partly not. Dr. 
Hart early studied hypnotism. His pa- 
per is called "Hypnotism and Humbug." 
He experimented carefully and scien- 
tifically in the field of mesmerism. He 
found he himself possessed a remarka- 
ble power for putting people to sleep at 
will. This was usful to him in hia med- 
ical practice. Then he undertook to ex- 
plain to himself how he did it. He es- 
tablished satisfactorily that there was 
no electric fluid about it that passed from 
him to the subject, neither magnetic, 
vital nor any other kind of fluid. He 
could produce the sleep when he sug- 
gested the idea to the patient without 
making any gestures or passes, and 
even when he set his will against the 
patient's going to sleep after the sug- 
gestion had been once made. He there- 
fore concluded that the patient himself 
invariably hypnotized himself and that 
the doctor had nothing actively to do 
with it. 


He explains the going to deep by a 


change of idea on the part of the pa- 
tient. This changes the circulation of 
the blood in the brain and produces an 
unusual impression, congesting some of 
the small cranial arteries, contracting 
others. The unusual impression per- 
forms tho hypnotization, which seem: 
reasonable enough; but if this is all, 
why cannot anybody hypnotize anybody 
else when he suggests to him that he 
will go to sleep? This point Dr. Hart 
leaves in tho dark. Also, there are a 
thousand mysteries which Dr. Hart's lit- 
tle tape measure fails to touch in this 
ticking off of the universe. Pacts which 
his measure by no means compasses are 
authenticated by persons whose word 
is at least as good as Dr. Hart's. All 
tiiesfi far.tK ho wllistles clown tl*o -wit 
exactly like a doctor whose trade has 
been attacked, and exclaims, 
"Im- 


posture, imposture, imposture 1" All 
the same, calling a thing hard names 
when you do not understand it does 
not explain it. Ninety-nine hundredths 
of all so called mysterious happenings 
are doubtless humbugs, yet there re- 
mains the solitary hard hundredth. 


When we read how the people of 200 


years ago paid $G,000 for a single Dutch 
tulip bulb we think pitjangly of the 
foolishness of the Sixteenth century. 
But when the people of 200 years hence 
read how Americans of the present paid 
over $100,000 for one horse, is it certain 
that they will not look back on us with 
a feeling akin to that which Miss Fanny 
Squeers expressed for Nicholas Nickleby 
in her famous postscript? One hundred 
and five thousand dollars tor Axtell, 
«inn nnn fnv St Rlaiso nnd now fortliP 
young 2-year-old trotter Ariori a price 
has been paid greater than either of 
those named. If English Richard had 
lived in our time he might well have 
been willing to give his kingdom for a 
horse, since his whole kingdom just at 
that nick of time would have been 
worth scarcely more than Astell, St. 
Blaise or Arion. There is no sign of 
prices for trotting and thoroughbred 
slxick going lower either. 
On the con- 


trary, they crawl steadily higher. It 
will be curious to know whether this 
thing will last till every grocer wagon 
has attached to it a 2:08!4 horse. The 
craze will not soon die out for fast 
horses from the fact that every few years 
now sees the record lowered, especially 
for trotting horses, and there will natu- 
rally be a desire to know the final limit 
of the speed that can be got out of 
horseflesh.

num from clay at a cost of five cents a 
pound by a new process he has invented.

It was recognized as a 
mass of quartz carrying calamine—a sili- 
cate of zinc. The fence was climbed and 
the two followed the plow forward and 
back across a field covered with similar 
masses. 


Had the doctor been a sharper he would 


have bought the farm and died a rich 
man. 
As he was only an honest lover of 


nature he said a few words to the plow- 
man that transformed an exhausted Penn- 
sylvania farm into tho seat of the Ueber- 
roth mine; that set in operation the exten- 
sive zinc works of Bethlehem, Pa., and 
built the "President"—a pump that could 
raise 17,000 gallons of water per minute. 
This chance shot at a fortune is but one of 
many, and a dozen volumes would ill suf- 
fice to note the salient points of the record. 
If so much can be done haphazard it is 
evident that a systematic training in eco- 
nomic geology will furnish a means for a 
livelihood, as well as an aid in the consid- 
eration of economic questions in mining.— 
Engineering Magazine.

EDUCATION AND THE SCHOOLS. 


The subject of education has re- 


ceived a direct impulse from the enter- 
prise that has become familiar to the 
public under the name of "University 
Extension." 
Any one taking up a 


paper or journal devoted to educational 
matters will see, at a glance, what a 
lively interest is felt, what a keen con- 
cern is manifested, in all that pertains 
to the instruction of the young. Every 
feature of the important subject is 
discussed, and the inlerchange of opin- 
ion and thought is free and general. 
Theory and practice, plan and method, 
all play their part in the wide-spread 
discussion. 
The public schools com- 


mand a large share of attention. How 
their highest usefulness may be best 
promoted, how they may be improved 
in efficiency and broadened in practi- 
cal value, are points that claim the 
serious consideration of thinking peo- 
ple. " They applaud every effort that is 
made to render them more and more 
servicable to the rising generation. 
They welcome and extol every scheme 
or suggestion that aims to give them a 
wider scope and a higher degree of in- 
tellectual vigor. 
The intrinsic impor- 


tance of moral direction, side by side 
with mental training, fails not to enlist 
their earnest notice. 
The more effi- 


cient these schools become as agents 
in imparting light to the young mind, 
and worth to the growing character, 
the greater will be their recognized 
value, and the higher will be their 
utility in popular estimation. 


Those who are in any way connect- 


ed with the administration of the pub- 
lic schools, have resting on them a 


weighty responsibility. 
There the 


mind of the future citizen is formed ; 
there the character of the coming mem- 
ber of society is moulded. 
We need 


not the stimulus of the current discus- 
sion to rivet these simple truths upon 
our attention. Directors, superintend- 
ents and teachers all know what place 
the school holds in the broad drama of 
life ; and they all know how important 
it is for the school to be a positive 
force, and not a poor, weak, aimless 
thing, without life or spirit, progress 
or vital energy. 


In the discussion alluded to, all who 


write or speak on the subject are en- 
tirely united concerning one point, 
namely, that the most essential thing 
is to place the schools in charge of 
good teachers. They should be ear- 
nest, conscientious and faithful, and 
possessed of those high qualities that 
belong to a superior personality. 
A 


good school, they declare, is impossible 
without a good teacher. Even a teach- 
er may improve in mental ability and 
force of chiracter. The more ambi- 
tious a teacher is to fit himself for bis 
vocation, the greater will be the value 
he will give to his work, and the high- 
er will be his rank in the appreciation 
of the directors as well as the public. 
Those schools prosper best which are 
under the guidance of progressive, in- 
telligent and educated teachers. They 
are the ones which possess the highest 
inherent merit, and which reflect honor 
upon the community where they exist.

Fositioii During Sleep. 


Man is when standing erect the only ani- 


mal that has the thigh in line with the 
axis of the vertebral column, and among 
his nearest congeners in the animal world 
the flexed state o£ the femoral articulation 
Is natural and constant. As we go down 
the scale the angle between the thighs 
and trunk diminishes until it reaches the 
right angle characteristic of rnobt quad 
rupeds. 


I speak here of the attitude adopted 


when the animal is at rest upon its legs, 
for during sleep there is in many cases a 
curious reversion to the position occupied 
in embryonic life. Thus we see that a bird 
roosting with its head "under its wing" 
and the legs drawn up close to the body 
offers a decided resemblance to the chick 
in the egg. 


I have noticed that young children, when 


old enough to shift their limbs, very sel- 
dom sleep in any but the curled up posi- 
tion, and that as often as not, when un- 
hampered by clothing or other artificial 
restraints, they sleep in the same attitude 
as do many quadrupeds—viz., with, the ab- 
domen downward and the limbs flexed 
beneath them. I am told that negro moth- 
ers and nurses in the West Indies invari- 
ably lay their charges down to sleep on 
their stomachs, and that this custom is 
also common in various parts of the world. 
—Nineteenth Century. 


Hardly Complimentary. 


A certain author, having explained the 


nature of his occupation to an old Manx 
woman, was hardly prepared for the com- 
ment, "Well, well, what does it matter so 
long as a body makes bis livin honestly'" 
the words being evidently meant to put him 
on better terms with himself.

Destrcntlon of Germs in Water. 


The sterilizing of water is easily accom- 


plished by keeping it at or near the boilin" 
point for fifteen minutes. Fire minutes' 
heat is sufficient to destroy all harmful mi- 
cro organisms. Still less time suffices to de- 
stroy the disease producing varieties which 
are recognized as liable to occur in water 
Thus, merely raising to the boiling point 
a clear water containing the micro-organ- 
isms of malarial disorders, typhoid, cholera, 
diphtheria, or of suppurative processes and 
allowing it to gradually cool, insures the 
destruction of these germs. They are also 
destroyed by keeping the water for from 
a quarter to half an hour at a temperature 
of 170 (legs. P., though occasionally very 
resistant but harmless bacteria may get 
nto water. The brief heating, however 
renders them safe for drinking purposes' 
xit when it is desired to destroy every 
micro-organism that may be present in n 
ontaminated water, it is to be heated for 
ane hour and allowed to cool slowly, when 
t may be used for cleansing wounds or for 
alkaloidal solutions.—New York Tribune
